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!  SERMON  TO  THE  A.  0.  U.W, 

The  following  sermon,  printed  gt  the  re¬ 
quest  of  those  who  heard  it,  was  preached 
iu  St.  Alban’s  church,  Adolphustown,  on 
Sunday  afternoon.  No.  10th,  by  the  Rector, 
Rev.  R.  S.  Forneri. 

Text,  I  John  iv,  10,  11.— "We  love  Him, 
beoause  He  first  loved  us,  Beloved  if  God 
so  loved  us,  we  ought  to  love  one  another  ” 

Brethren  of  the  A.O.U.W.,  1  feel  a  great 
pleasure  in  your  presence  here  to-day,  and 
I  in  preaching  for  me  of  the  greatest  and 
'  most  benevolent  of  fraternal  societies  on 
this  continent.  In  the  name  of  the  officers 
and  congregation  of  tins  church,  irected  in 
honor  of  a  noble  band  of  brothers,  1  bid 
you  welcome. 

It  is,  I  understand,  a  traditional  custom 
of  your  worthy  Ordtr,  at  least  in  Canada, 
to  mark  the  unnivere&ry  of  its  organization 
by  a  parade  to  eburoh.  This  is  indeed  a 
custom  worthy  of  the  venerable  founder  of 
your  society,  Jordan  Upchurch.  The 
biography  of  this  good  man  contains  an 
instructive  record  for  any  one  to  read, 
belonging  not  to  the  higher  ranks  of  life,  a 
plain  workingman,  he  was  nevertheless  a 
bumble  Christian,  inspired  by  benevolent 
ideas  and  motives  lie  had  learned  in  the 
school  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  "pure 
|  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the 
I  Father  is  this,  to  visit  the  fatherless  and 
widows  in  their  affliction  and  to  keep  him 
self  unspotted  from  the  world."  This  last 
be  did.  His  character  was  unsullied.  But 
he  mused  continually  on  the  other  divine 
requirement,  which  appealed  to  the  best 
feelings  of  his  Kindly  heart.  The  idea  f  a 


the  Father  loves  them  and  Jeeoe  lovee  them 
and  the  Holv  Spirit  V  res  them  Hence 
arieee  the  anion  between  ohrieMan*  whioh 
overleap#  all  denominational  barriers. 
They  feel  themselves  all  children  of  one 
Father,  all  brethren  in  Christ  Jesus,  all 
members  of  one  family.  It  is  this  com¬ 
mon  bond  whioh  makes  enoh  fraternal 
Societies  as  that  whioh  I  have  tHfc  privilege 
of  addressing  natural  and  proper. 

The  preacher  next  Illustrated  the  intense¬ 
ly  practical  oharaoter  of  Christian  love  by 
numerons  examples,  "  In  floe  (  be  oominn* 
ed  )  the  love  of  ohriatiane  for  their  kind 
and  for  one  another  has  been  exhibited  in 
those  obaritable  institutions  whioh  abound 
in  every  ohristian  land  :  the  Hospitals  and 
Infirmaries  :  the  Refugee,  Orphaneges  and 
Homes  :  the  ohriatian  missions  to  the 

Clehing  heathen*  abroad,  and  to  the 
orant  and  degraded  at  home  :  the  num¬ 
berless  ohristian  agenoiee  that  are  in 
operation,  earnestly  striving  to  mitigate 
poverty  and  hnman  wretchedness  where- 
ever  found.  And  now  ohristian  philan¬ 
thropy  has,  in  the  days  we  live  in,  taken  a 
new  departure,  by  organising  and  con¬ 
centrating  benevolence  to  fraternal 
societies.  Their  members  seem  full  of  the 
enthusiasm  of  humanity.  They  are  band¬ 
ed  together  to  help  each  other  on  the  high 
plane  of  ohristian  dnty  and  charity.  They 
are  connected  together  by  brotherly  feelings 
and  oomroon  interests  The  anion  of  so 
many  good  men  means  strength  and  in 
fluenoe  and  reeources  for  aoodmpiisbing 
their  benefioient  schemes,  whioh  In  the  oas« 
of  the  United  Workman  is  to  provide  kind 
protectors  and  a  maintenance  for  their 
families,  when  any  of  them  may  be  cut 
down  by  the  scythe  of  the  grim  unsparing 
reaper  of  mankind.

him,  as  the  moat  permanent  and  effect  ua 
means  of  succouring  the  widow  and 
orphan  and  comforting  them  in  their 
iffliotion.  Ilis  ideas  upon  the  subject  were 
necessarily  crude  at  first,  as  there  was  no 
association  of  the  kind  for  him  to  take 
pattern  by  But  at  last  he  organized  and 
started  on  its  career  in  the  neighboring  He 
publio,  the  Order,  substantially  as  it  exists 
at  the  present  day.  He  had  the  deep  grati 
floation  of  seeing  the  object  of  his  prayers 
and  labors  prosper  and  spread  from  year  to 
year,  and  pasB  over  tne  borders  of  bis 
country  into  Canada.  Father  Upchurch, 
as  he  was  fondly  called  by  bis  brethren, 
now  rests  from  his  labors  among  the  bless 
ed  dead,  hereafter  to  shine  as  a  star  of 
peculiar  brightness,  among  the  galaxy  of 
noble  souls  who  havo  lived  for  the  glory  of 
God  and  for  benefiting  their  fellow  beings, 
especially  those  who  are  usually  the  most 
helpless  and  dependent.  1  am  pleased  to 
observe  in  the  report  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge's  proceedings  in  June  last,  that  a 
considerable  sum  of  money  had  been  con¬ 
tributed  by  his  grateful  brethren,  for  the 
erection  of  a  memoral  to  the  great  chief. 
But  the  best  and,  I  trust,  the  most  lastin'g 
monument  to  Jordan  Upchurch,  will  be 
the  Order  which  it  was  his  life  work  to 
originate  and  foster.  The  following  state 
meuts  from  the  organ  of  the  Order  in  Can¬ 
ada,  will  open  the  eyes  of  any  one  unac¬ 
quainted  with  the  magnitude  of  the  Body 
and  the  grandeur  of  its  mission  in  this 
world  of  suffering  humanity.  Think  of 
this,  and  thank  the  Father  of  the  fatherless 
and  God  of  the  widows  for  it -the  fact  of 
a  fraternity  of  300,000  strong,  devoted  to 
works  of  charity  and  humanity.  Think  of 
this  also,  and  calculate,  if  yon  can,  tire 
oomfort  and  relief  it  has  afforded  to  thous¬ 
ands  of  homes,  and  to  tens  of  thousands, 
the  objects  of  its  kindness  and  beneficences 
that  during  the  27  years  of  its  existence  it 
has  distributed  the  sum  of  #03,000,000 
among  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased 
brothers  of  the  Order.  One  more  item 
1  gladly  transcribe  from  the  same  journal 
••In  no  instance  (it  aayB)  during  i  s  long 
end  useful  career,  has  there  been  a  stain  on 
its  banner,  or  an  hugest  claim  rejected  or 
unfulfilled.  It  has  been  the  steady  friend 
of  the  widow  and  orphan,  aud  the  blessing 
of  those  ready  to  perish  has  many  times 
fallen  upon  it.'1 

Enough  now,  I  think,  has  been  said  to 
illustrate  the  Christian  origin,  Christian 
character,  Christian  objects  of  the  Order, 
worthy  representations  of  which  we  wel¬ 
come  in  our  church  to-day.  It  is  not,  then, 
•  strange  or  wonderful  thing  that  such  a 

body  •hould  celebrate  their  anniversary 

first  of  all,  by  entering  into  the  courts  of 
the  Lord's  house  with  thanksgiving,  and 
into  His  gates  with  prahe.  It  would  be  a  re¬ 
markable  thing  if  they  did  not  ;  for  those 
who  most  engage  in  practical  Christian 
work  most  feel  their  need  of  "  help  from 
the  Banotuary."  And  there,  assuredly 
they  most  fully  receive  it  from  God, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  in  response  to  united 
and  fervent  prayer.  Yes,  brethren,  you 
come  into  the  House  of  God  to  ask  from 
the  Divine  Spirit  inspiration  to  warm  your 
hearts  for  your  work  of  humanity  you 
come  to  render  thanks  to  your  Heavenly 
Father  for  your  past  prosperity,  and  to 
seek  a  blessing  in  your  Order  for  the 
future  ;  you  come  to  get  counsel  and  en¬ 
couragement  from  the  Word  of  God  read 
and  preached  :  you  come  to  lay  all  your 
good  works  at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  and  to  give 
Him  the  glory  of  them  :  aud  you  come  to 
ask  pardon  for  your  shortcomings.  May 
you  receive  the  assistauoe  from  the 
banotuary  which  you  have  come  to  seek. 
Hay  you  reoeive  from  the  fountain  head  of 
111  goodness  a  blessing  abundant  above  all 
tiat  you  oat)  a*k  or  think.  And,  brethren, 
ftie  inspiration  which  you  are  looking  for 
to  day  in  answer  to  your  prayers  and  ours 
k  to  be  found  in  a  single  word— that  word 
vhiob  is  the  keynote  of  oar  text,  namely 
iovz.  A  love  that  is  directed  towards  the 
too  objects  of  human  regard,  G>d  and 
nan.  The  first  is  mentioned  in  the  19 
verse  of  the  chapter  from  which  the  text  is 
taken,  “  We  love  Him,  because  He  first 
loved  os."  The  seoond  is  in  verse  Li, 
-  Beloved,  if  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought  iyfso 
to  love  one  another."  And  this  love,  ywith 
its  two  objects  being  the  sum  and  sub* 
stance  of  all  the  inspiration  and  help  which 
Christians  ueed  for  doing  all  jjtfrks  of 
brotherly  kindness  and  charity,  1st  ps 
dwell  upon  the  subject  for  the  remainder  of 
this  dioourse. 

The  preaoher  then  prooeeded  to  unfold 
the  two  great  lessons  of  the  Bible  Love  to 
God,  and  Love  to  man.  1'be  latter,  be 
said,  naturally  and  unavoidably  ^resulted 
from  the  former.  The  ohristian  loves  all 
tbs  world  because  God  so  loved  the  world 
ae-to  give  for  it  bis  Only  Begotten  Bon  :  but 
flhiaflv  he  loves  the  brethren,  beoanse

John  McCammon,  Stooo,  has  succeeded 
in  picking  up  about  160  oak  staves  —  part 
pipe  staves  and  part  West  India  staves  — 
lying  under  water  for  tho  past  fifty  years. 
They  are  iu  a  good  stats  of  preservation. 
Mr.  McCammon  remembers  having  helped 
tn  drive  these  staves  in  1841.  The  pipe 
•Havoc  are  threo  to  four  inches  wide,  six 
inches  thick  amt  six  feet  long  and  tho  West 
India  staves  one  to  throe  inches  thick,  six 
inches  wide  and  three  and  a  half  feet  long.

It  l«  advisable  In  the  first  Instance 
to  burn  the  bones  and  convert  them 
Into  what  Is  known  as  bone  ash,  as 
•fresh  bones  or  bone-meal  produce  a 
4llmy  mass  on  treatment  with  acid 
which  Is  exceedingly  difficult  to  dry. 
To  prepare  the  superphosphate  ftom 
bone  ash  it  necessary  to  have  n  re¬ 
ceptacle  to  mix  the  Ingredients  which 
Is  not  attacked  by  sulphuric  acid.  A 
Wooden  trough  lined  with  lead  (a  sheet 
of  lead  hammered  to  fit  the  trough)  is 
about  the  best;  but  the  wooden  trough, 
pitched  Inside,  will  answer  the  pur¬ 
pose.  or  a  hole  In  the  ground  lined  wi  Ji 
cement.  In  this  receptacle  the  Ingre¬ 
dients  are  mixed  In  the  following  i-ro- 
poitlons:  P'or  every  40  pounds  of  bona 
aah  add  one  gallon  of  water  and  li 
pounds  strong  sulphuric  acid  (com¬ 
mercial  oil  of  vltrol).  Dour  the  wholo 
of  the  4ya.ter  Into  the  tank,  then  add 
gradually,  stirring  constantly  with  a 
wooden  pole,  the  sulphuric?  acid.  The 
acid  combines  very  violently  with  tlv? 
water,  and  unless  It  be  added  as  di¬ 
rected  above,  an  explosion  may  result. 
Now  add  gradually,  a  little  aTTT  time, 
the  bone  ash.  stirring  constantly  with 
a  stout  pole  or  hoe.  The  above  pro 
portions  should  yield  a  m;:ss  possess¬ 
ing  the  consistence  of  stiff  dough.  If 
It  Is  not  stiff  enough  some  more  bona 
ash  may  be  added.  Leave  it  to  Itself 
for  a  few  hours,  when  It  will  dry  to 
i  friable  mass,  en^ly  broken  and  in  x 
One  state  of  division.  Protect  fn>n. 
rain  when  drying.  The  nranurc  is 
now  ready  for  US«.  Although  bujwlng 
the  bones  destroys  the  organic  matter 
and  diminishes  the  proportion  of  nU 
trogeri.  this  loss  Is  more*  than  .  >n  |  n- 
* 1  ted  for  by  the  ease  with  «rhlct)  til* 
product  can  be  dried  and  handled:  If 
fresh  bones  or  bone*  meal  be  used  the 
fat  which  they  contain  prevents  the 
complete  notion  of  the  weld,  and  the  re¬ 
sulting  product  Is  so  slimy  as  to  be 
unmanageable  f,n  vuony  cascs.  If  It 
Is  preferred  to  u*o  .  rrmh  hones  oe  jp.eal, 
the  following  proportions  are  said  to 
be  the  best} 

Dilute  every  half  gallon  of  acid  with 
one  gallon  of  water,  as  directed  above 
— that  Is,  add  the  acid  to  the  water, 
Stirring  all  the  time.  Never  on  an  y 
account  add  water  to  the  acid.  Dour 
ibis  diluted  acid  upon  20  pounds  of  the 
pone  meal  in  the  trough,  taking  care 
to  pour  slowly,  stirring  all  th<*  while. 
The  sticky  mass  must  now  be  mixed 
with  1  -am,  wood  ashes,  peat  or  gypsum 
in  order  to  dry  It.  Instead  of  binn¬ 
ing  the  bones  the  oil  may  be  removed 
by  steaming  them,  but  this  Is  rather  a 
troublesonie  process.  Simple  boiling 
with  water  Is  better  than  noii.njg. 
thougl  In  no  case  is  the  product  as 
sHtlsfactory  as  that  prepared  from 
burnt  bones.  Instead  of  using  add, 
bone*  may  be  rendered  soluble  by  L 
: owing  them  to  The.  follow¬ 

ing  Is  a  good  plan:  Dig  a  trench  and 
Ml  It  with  alternate  layers  of  wo?d 
ashes  and  bones,  beginning  and  end¬ 
ing  with  wood  ashes.  Moisten  cacti 
layer  of  ashes  when  laid,  and  keep 
the  whole  moist  by  watering  from  time 
to  time.  In  a  few  months  the  henp 
mny  be  turned  over.  Bone*,  are  also 
dissolved  by  placing  them  in  a  pit 
and  drenching  them  with  n  hot  solu- 
‘lon  of  lye,  one  pound  of  potash  lye  to 
•  very  four  pounds  of  bones.  Cover 
with  earth  and  stir  < ctuslonally  for 
two  or  three  weeks,  when  the  mixture 
mny  he*  turned  out  to  dry.  it  will  be 
that  treatment  wiih  acid  Is  the 
-uost  gApld  and  the  product  juet  as 
satisfactory,  but  cautten  Is  required 
In  mixing  the  Ingredient*.
